Mussed Up Bed Clothes. 
Gray's confession, as given out by 
Newcomb, follows: 
“I will tell everything.

prearranged. 
Snyder was 
struck with a sash weight and then 
chloroformed and bound up.

this was completed Mrs. Snyder and 
I mussed up the bod clothes, pulled 
out the bureau drawers and 
threw 
their contents on the floor to make 
the thing seem like robbery was the 
motive. 
"I came from Syracuse to do the Job 
especially with her (Mrs. Snyder). I 
returned 
to 
Syracuse on the 8:45 
train Sunday morning. I Immediately 
prepared an alibi by having letters 
sent to my wife in East Orange, N. J., 
and to Mrs. Snyder, so that it would 
appear I was In Syracuse st the time 
the crime was committed. 
I fought 
very deliberately to have a complete 
alibi. 
"The crime was arranged by corres­ 
pondence, which I believe has been 
destroyed.

At least five Ohioans were killed—one in the East Liverpool 
district and four near Cleveland—in week-end automobile acci­ 
dents. 
Four members of one family lost their lives when the car in 
which they were riding was struck by a railroad train at a grade 
crossing in Solon, near the Forest City. Three occupants of the 
machine were killed instantly, while the fourth died on the way to 
a hospital. 
A woman was the victim of the East Liverpool district acci­ 
dent. She was run down by a motor vehicle while walking along 
the Lincoln highway. A heavy mfst blinded the driver, who failed 
to observe the pedestrian until his car was almost upon her. 
In the Solon accident, the death trap crossing was held re­ 
sponsible. And despite the heavy toll of life sacrificed at these 
traffic intersections, the grade crossing remains. 
.However, both accidents emphasize the fact that using the 
streets and rural highways has developed into an adventure. And 
caution and courtesy should be-twin rules.

A Noted Coleader. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22 - 
lh recognition of his many years oi 
child welfare work and more specifi­ 
cally in gratitude for his post-war aid 
to the ill and hungry children of his 
native land, Dr. Emile Berliner, of this 
city, has been decorated with the Or­ 
der of Honor of the 
German Red 
Cross, tho order having benn trans­ 
mitted through the German ambassa­ 
dor to the United States, Baron Von 
Maltzan. 
> 
This is hailed by Blends of the emi­ 
nent inventor as in a measure an il­ 
lustration of the truth of the saying 
that a prophet is not without honer 
save in his own country. Dr. Berliner 
has received comparatively little r»c- 
ognition in his adopted country—his 
home for almost 90 years—for the 
work he has done for children. 
The 
general public in the United States 
knows little of this work, and yet ren 
who 
ought 
to 
know 
assert 
that 
through his efforts the lives of t*ns 
of thousands 
of babies have been 
saved. 
To him fs given much of the 
credit for bringing about widespread 
pasteurization of milk today. 
Fifty years ago out of every thou­ 
sand babies born in Washington. 322 
died before they were u year old, and 
by 1895 this appalling death rate had 
only been reduced to 297.2 per thou­ 
sand. 
At least 40 per cent of this 
mortality was due to gastrointestinal 
Illnesses. 
In 1900 an infant daughter of Dr. 
Berliner suffered from such a com­ 
plaint and her life was despaired of. 
For a year he devoted himself to an 
Intensive study of child nutrition with 
all the zeal of a scientist and all the 
love of a father. He saved his daugh­ 
ter and became a crusader for the re­ 
mainder of his life in the cause of pure 
and proper food for children. 
Most 
of the iHs of infants he believed trace­ 
able to infected milk, and he was ore 
of the first to subscribe unreservilly 
to the idea that milk could be r;n 


dered safe by heating i t and thereby 
killing the disease germs it might con­ 
tain. 
This is the process known ss 
pasteurisation, and Dr. Berliner decid­ 
ed be would see that the kind of milk 
was used in his home a t least. 
Waking Up Mothers. 
He did not seek a law requiring che 
pasteurization of milk sold here, but 
instead inaugurated a novel “Wake 
Up, Mother!’* campaign. 
He formed 
ti 
an organization known as the Society 
for the Prevention of Sickness and 
gan firing broadsides which he call* 
health bulletins through display ad­ 
vertisements in the Washington Sun­ 
day newspaper. 
Incidentally, It may 
be said that he himself jiaid for those 
advertisements. The first one, which, 
appeared iii June, 1901, read as fol­ 
lows: 
“Milk is notoriously one of the beet 
soils for the germination and multi­ 
plication of disease germs. 
“Many epidemics of typhoid, mala­ 
ria, and scarlet fever have been traced 
to infected milk, not to speak of tu­ 
berculosis from the same source. 
“Inspection is rarely thorough and 
doth not prevent contamination of the 
milk supply. 
"Scalding or sterilizing will destroy 
most of the virulent germs, if not all. 
“Some people say yon should net 
scald milk for fear of making it lees 
easy to digest. This is a very snv>ll 
matter compared with infection. The 
advice 
is, 
besides, unfounded 
and 
should be disregarded. 
“Robust people may wfth impunity 
disregard rules of precaution which 
are necessary with weaker constitu­ 
tions and children. 
“Therefore scald your milk!” 
The word “scald” was used instead 
of "pasteurise” because at that time 
the scientific term was not genera’ly 
understood, and, besides, pasteuriza­ 
tion was being fought by a co n su lta­ 
ble element of the medical profession. 
Immediately, too, the campaign v’r.s 
opened, lively opposition was encoun­ 
tered from organizations of milk pro­ 
ducers and milk dealers in this section 
of the country, and Dr. Berliner m d 
his associates found themselves with 
a real fight on their hands.

other lines, and for this reason I tun 
looking for a heavier crop this next 
fall than ever,” Mr. Heim~declarad.

The confession followed the collapse of an alibi which 
Gray had sought to establish by an attempt to prove that he was 
in Syracuse at the time of the murder.

At least five Ohioans were killed—one in the East Liverpool 
district and four near Cleveland—in week-end automobile acci­ 
dents. 
Four members of one family lost their lives when the car in 
which they were riding was struck by a railroad train at a grade 
crossing in Solon, near the Forest City. Three occupants of the 
machine were killed instantly, while the (buHH died on the way to 
a hospital. 
A woman was the victim of the East Liverpool district acci­ 
dent. She was run down by a motor vehicle while walking along 
the Lincoln highway. A heavy mist blinded the driver, who failed 
to observe the pedestrian until his car was almost upon her. 
In the Solon accident, the death trap crossing was held re­ 
sponsible. 
And despite the heavy toll of life sacrificed ai these 
traffic intersections, the grade crossing remains. 
. However, both accidents emphasize the fact that using the 
streets and rural highways has developed into an adventure. And 
caution and courtesy should be-twin rules.

W ASHINGTON, D. C , March 22 - 
In recognition of his many years ot 
ck Rd welfare work and more specif i- 
cally in gratitude for his post-war aid 
to the ill and hungry children of his 
native land, Dr. Em ile Berliner, of this 
city, has been decorated with the Or­ 
der of Honor 
of

German Red 
Cross, the order having b<wn tran s­ 
m itted through the German am bassa­ 
dor to the United States, Baron Yen 
H aitian . 
This Is hailed by friends of the em i­ 
nent inventor as in a measure an il­ 
lustration of the tru th of the saying 
th a t a prophet is not without honer 
save in his own country. lh*. B erliner 
has received com paratively little r» o 
ognitinn In his adopted country--M s 
home for alm ost 60 years—for the 
work he bas done for children. 
The 
general public in the United S tates 
knows little of this work, and yet t *‘B 
who

assert 
th at 
through his efforts the lives of ten* 
of thousands 
of 
babies have been 
saved. 
To him is given much of the 
credit for bringing about widespread 
pasteurization of m ilk today. 
F ifty yearn ago out. of every thou 
sand babies born in W ashington, 322 
died before they w ere a year old, and 
by 18d5 this appalling death rate had 
only been reduced to 297.2 per thou- 
sand. 
At least 40 per cent of this 
m ortality was due to g astro in testin al 
illnesses. 
In 1900 an infant daughter of Dr. 
B erliner suffered from Ruch a roto- 
Plaint and her life w as despaired of 
For a year he devoted himself to an 
Intensive study of child nutrition with 
all the zeal of a scientist and all the 
love of a father. 
He save*! his daugh­ 
ter and became a crusader for the re ­ 
m ainder of his life in the cause of pure 
and proper food for children.

of tho iHs of infants he believed trace­ 
able to infected milk, and he was c rc 
of the first to subscribe unreserv > lly 
to the idea that m ilk could be rm 


I de red safe by heating It and thereby 


I killing the disease germs it. m ight con­ 
tain. 
This is the process known ss 
pasteurisation, and Dr. B erliner decid­ 
ed he would see th at the kind of milk 
was used iu his home a t least. 
Waking Up Mothers. 
He did not seek a law requiring (he 
pasteurization of milk sold here, but 
instead inaugurated a novel “\Vake 
Up, M other!” campaign. 
He formed 
an organization known as the Socle y 
for the Prevention of Sickness and b- j 
pan firing broadsides which he call 
health bulletins through d'splay ad­ 
vertisem ents In the W ashington Sun­ 
day newspaper. 
Incidentally, It may 
be said th at he him self paid for those 
advertisem ents. 
The first one, which, 
appeared in June, 1901, read as fal­ 
lows : 
“Milk is notoriously one of the be t 
soils for the germ ination and m ulti­ 
plication of disease germs. 
“Many epidem ics of typhoid, m ala­ 
ria. and scarlet fever have been traced 
to infected milk, not to speak of tu ­ 
berculosis from the sam e source. 
"Inspection is rarely thorough ar. I 
doth not prevent contam ination of the 
milk supply, 
“Scalding or sterilizing will destroy 
most of the virulent germs, if not nil. 
“Some people say you should not 
scald milk for fear of making It lei <* 
easy to digest. 
This Is a very sm sil 
m atter compared with infection. The 
advice 
is, 
besides, unfounded 
and 
should be disregarded. 
“Robust people may with im punity 
disregard rules of precaution which 
are necessary with weaker constitu­ 
tions and children. 
“Therefore scald your m ilk!” 
The word “scald” was used bistred 
of “pasteurtee,” because a t th at Urn# 
the scientific term was not gencra’lv 
understood, and. besides, pasteufL a- 
tion was being fought by a considera­ 
ble elem ent of the medical profession. 
Immediately, too, the cam paign was 
opened, lively opposition was encoun­ 
tered from organizations of milk pro­ 
ducers and milk dealers in this section 
of the country, and Dr. B erliner rn rf 
his associates found them selves with 
a real fight on their hands.
